dren, which, through Us officers, claimed thnt
he knowingly permitted the first floor of the
house 220 East Forty-fir- stroet to be used
as a disorderly house, to tho detriment of tho
good morals of neighbors' children.

A map. with his supposed wife and child
occupied the apUrtihentii several" Weeks, dur-
ing which time the officers of the Children's
Society raided It and made sovernl arrests.

Wallach denied flatly that ho knew of the
existence ot any disorderly persons In any of

the houses; but hewascouvlcted In the Court
of Special Sessions Dec 31, and sentenced to
thirty days' Imprisonment and to pay a fine
ot $500.

Through his counsel ho appealed the case
to the General Sessions, but ltecorder Smyth
allllrmed the conviction,

Then the tleneral Term was asked to review
tho conlctlon, and two weeks ago a decision
afllrmlng the finding of the lower courts was
handed down.

" 1 he disorderly peoplo finally moved out
Dec. S and for several days afterwards I w as
sick.

"I think It was three days later that I was
arrested and brought to the District-Attorney- 's

offlce. 1 was Informed that I had
violated the law in renting my property to
disorderly persons, and that constituted tho
charge against inc.

SENT TO SPECIAL SESSIOVS.

" I offered to show proof of mv innocence.

They havo been nt tho Appraiser's Stores
ever since last Noi ember, when they arrived
here from Paris, under an Invoice valuation
of tin: J.

Felix, tho famous Parisian dressmaker who
made them, had placed this valuation upon
them. The Cusiotn-Hou.s- e authorities held
them for a reappraisal.

The gowns only came back to the Custom-Hous- e

a few days ago, with tho ofllclal alua.
Hon upon them of 40U4.80, and an added
duty of (410.88, making a total value of
(1,111.08, or more than eight times as much
as Felix put upon them.

Mrs. Astor long ago abandoned the gowns,
although Bhe says that sho paid the dress-
maker several hundred dollars In addition to
tho cost of the dresses, with tho understand-
ing that he was to pay the duty, and deliver
them to her In this city.
